N e w Y o r k , N ov. 2 3 .— T h e w a r in ­ 
vestigation committee decided that it 
would not visit Montauk Point, tho site 
of Camp Wikoff, in a boily, but would 
send a committee to prepare a report. 
Mrs. Susan G. Powell of this city 
was the first witness. 
“ We called you,” explained General 
Wilson, “ because we heard that when 
you offered to go to camp as a nurse 
you were not accepted b cause you 
would not agree to maintain secrecy 
should you find any dereliction of duty. 
We wish to know who exacted such a 
promise from you.” 
Mio said she made the offer to an 
officer of the auxiliary of the Red Cross 
society. 
He was an officer in the army, 
but she did not know what authority 
he had iii camp. 
She refused to tell 
who it was. 
M om Mary O. Lowell said she found 
one man with a temperature ot IOO and 
repo; ted to Dr. Thomas. 
Dr. Thomas said he would see to it, 
but when Site visited the man 24 hours 
later the doctor had not seen him. 
Miss Lowell mentioned other doctors 
who. she said, had neglected their duty, 
and said great suffering rosuite I from 
the ill-management of the ambulance 
service. 
Rev. Henry B. Bryan of the Garden 
City cathedral testifie I as to burials at 
Camp Wikoff. 
Ho replied to Major 
Brown's statem ent that bodies were de­ 
cently b u ried , according to his orders. 
He said in part: 
“ I believe Major Brown gave those 
orders aud issued the clothes, but that 
his orders were not carried out. I know 
personally of 20 bodies that were not 
buried as Major Brown says they were 
and I wonder what became of 
the ! 
clothing aud of the money paid for tile 
embalming.” 
“ I do not question M ajor Brown in 
any way. 
lie had not time to see that 
his orders were carried out. 
Coughlin 
aud Kohler, who wore Bellevue hospi­ 
tal badges, were iii charge of the burial 
of the dead. 
“ My duties led me by the morgue 
every day and I stopped in to see who 
iiad died during the night. 
I saw the 
naked bodies of soldiers placed in bare 
pine coffins aud the name of the man 
aud his regiment written on the lid of 
the collin. 
Of course the damp earth 
quickly obliterated these marks aud no 
further records were kept. 
Sometimes 
the body was buried in a night shirt, 
but they never took the trouble to but­ 
ton the shirt. 
“ It was grossly indecent. 
At the 
morgue the attendants sat on the cof­ 
fins, with the bodies in them, aud 
chewed and smoked and told indecent 
stories. 
I rebuked I hem once, but they 
were Bowery toughs and it is useless to 
talk to them .” 
“ Do you kuow who was res[>onsible 
for the conditions you found?” 
“ JNo. I understand that a Mrs. Roeb­ 
ling paid Coughlin aud Kohler to go 
to the camp aud take charge of the 
morgue there. 
Au autopsy was made 
oil the body of Barney Trio, and orgaus 
removed were left lying about until the 
attendants tied them up iu a towel aud 
threw them aw ay.” 
George Wallace of Freeport, L. I., 
said his son returned from Cuba on the 
Berkshire. 
He was put aboard iu a pre­ 
carious condition aud a stateroom on 
the ship was assigned to him. 
The 
doctor ordered him special diet, but he 
was unable to get the food without pay­ 
ing i5 cents for each meal. 
He had no 
money, but a friend of Mr. W allaoe’s 
who was aboard advanced it to him. 
Colonel Roosevelt took the staud aud 
in reply to a request from General W il­ 
son told of tho equipment and muster­ 
ing iii of the First volunteer cavalry, 
known as the rough rulers. 
“ When we reached Tam pa,” Colonel 
Roosevelt said, “ there was a condition 
of utter contusion. 
We were dumped 
outside, a mile away from our camp. 
No one knew where the camp was. 
There was no one to tell us where to go , 
or what to do. 
After waiting 24 hours 
I took the law mto my own hands und 
bought food for the men aud horses. ! 
Later, when we found our camp, we 
were all right.” 
“ Were 
you 
reimbursed for 
your 
outlay?” 
“I never asked it. 
It was a p erson al 
matter entirely.” 
His own regiment was assigned to the 
Yucatan. 
Incidentally, he heard that 
the Second lufautry aud Seventy-first 
New York volunteers were also assigned 
to the Yucatau. 
As soou as he heard 
that he hurried on the rough riders aud 
took possession of the ship, aud held it 
against other regiments. 
His men had 
decided to get to Cuba, 
aud they got 
thore. 
Captain Shaw, who was associated 
with Colonel Roosevelt in the uavy de­ 
partment, sent a Cuban pilot cm board 
the Yucatan, aud he took the transport 
a mile aud a half nearer shore than auy 
of the other transports. 
There was a great scarcity of mate­ 
rial for landing men, horses aud sup­ 
plies. 
Colonel Roosevelt still replying to 
luestiouH told in detail of the march of 
his regiment to its first camping place. 
Later he told of the march on the Span­ 
ish |KM»itiou at Las Quasi mas. 
Further 
along, he said: 
“ When the Spaniards began firing I 
did not kuow what was up. 
It was my

smokeless powd* r aud I could not see 
where they w< re. 
-W h en I located the Spaniards with 
my alas-, s I did not kuow what to do, 
but I knew it was a good rule ii in 
c on bt to go ah ad, and so we went

Colonel Roosevelt glossed over the 
further detai s of the fighting. 
Ho 
I aid a warui tubute to the gallantry of 
Assistant Surgeon Jam es W. Ohuren, a 
tonner Tri nee toil football player, who, 
he said, more than once ran to the firing 
hue and carried wounded men on his 
ct k to the division hospital. 
Asked about the rations, he said: 
“ We had the regulation rations of 
gait pork, hard tack, coffee aud sugar, 
bnf the men wanted vegetables and I 
wanted to get some for them. 
I took 
40 men with the officers’ horses to 
Giboney and tried to buy them. 
The 
department refused to sell me beans and 
tomatoes, unless I could certify that 
they were for officers’ consumption. 
I 
stretched my conscience as far as I 
eon Id arid then boarded a transport and 
purchased about 600 pounds of beans. 
The change did the men good. 
It was 
too hot to eat mulling but the regular 
rations.” 
Colonel Roo 4$ It went on to tell of 
the advance tm rfiutiago and of the 
night of July 
I, when the regiment 
slept in the trenches. 
He spoke of the 
advantages of the smokeless p iwder. 
“ Was your command inlly supplied 
with food and ammunition?” asked 
General Wilson. 
“ file ammunition supply was excel­ 
lent 
Tho fo >d was insufficient. There 
was plenty of food back at Si boney. 
I 
supp ise it V a s lack of transportation 
facilities that kept us without food un­ 
til Ju ly 24. 
I organized a transporta­ 
tion corps with the officers’ horses and 
went to Siboney arid got food for the 
men. 
Then later I got into Santiago 
and bought rice and milk. 
If we had 
had the mule trains that we were forced 
to leave behind at Tampa there would 
have been no lack of supplies.” 
Replying to questions, Colonel Roose­ 
velt haid other regiment at the front 
suffered from lack of supplies. 
The 
rough rulers had enough to eat, but it 
was the result of individual effort and 
individual expenditure. 
There was a 
great scarcity of all medical supplies at 
the front, except quinine and calomel, 
and a great lack of surgeons aud hos­ 
pital stewards. 
With reference toCamp Wikoff, Colo­ 
nel Roosev* It said there was great con­ 
fusion for the first few days after the 
arrival of the troops. 
He further said 
iu part: 
“ Luling these days 
our men were treated 
should have been so 
after that there was 
could find fault with. 
brigade was admirably tr ated and our 
sick admirably cared for.” 
He said he 
spoke only lur his own regiment. 
“ Why was there a scarcity of medical 
supplies iu Cuba?” asked Dr. Conner. 
“I don’t know. 
I heard there were 
plenty oil the ships. 
There was a la­ 
mentable need of ambulances. 
I think 
we could have done better with fewer 
mon aud more transportation.” 
“ Were the privations greater than 
you expected?” 
“ I did not expect anything. 
I went 
to take things as they came. 
I think 
that nearly all the privations there 
might have been avoided if the trans­ 
portation facilities had beeu better ar­ 
ranged.” 
“ Have yon auy thing you can suggest 
to us for the future?” asked General 
Wilson. 
“ I believe all the difficulties we met 
with would be obviated in the future if 
the uatioual guard were trained as are 
the armies of foreign countries. 
Give 
them long marches. 
Let them mass at 
San Antonio and move to Galveston or 
some other place. March them to a port 
and embark them. 
No matter if it does 
cost money. Let them be trained. Kaoh 
yeur let the army in peace be put 
thiough the experience it must meet in 
time of w ar.” 
“ Then,” said ex-Goveruor Woodbury, 
“you think that to the inexperience of 
the officers were due most of the dis­ 
comforts suffer^.?” 
•‘I think tin * trouble was due to the 
system even more than to any individ­ 
ual experience. 
The lack of adequate 
transportation was the greatest trou­ 
ble.”

He said in part: 
“ I believe Major Brown gave those 
orders aud issued the clothes, but that 
his orders were not carried out. I know 
personally of 20 bodies that were not 
buried as Major Brown says they were 
aud I wonder what became of the 
clothing and of the money paid for the 
embalming.” 
“ I do not question Major Brown iu 
any way. 
He had not time to see that 
his orders were carried out. Coughliu 
aud Kohler, who wore Bellevue hospi­ 
tal badges, were in charge of the burial 
of the dead. 
“ My duties led me by the morgue 
every day and I stopped in to see who 
had died during the night. 
I saw the 
naked bodies of soldiers placed iu bare 
pine coffius and the name of the man 
and his regiment writteu ou the lid of 
the coffin. 
Of course the damp earth 
quickly obliterated these marks aud no 
further records were kept. Sometimes 
the body was buried in a night shirt, 
but they never took the trouble to but­ 
ton the shirt. 
“ It was grossly indecent. 
At the 
morgue the attendants sat on the cof­ 
fins, with the bodies in them, aud 
chewed and smoked and told indecent 
stories. 
I rebuked them ouce, but they 
were Bowery toughs aud it is useless to 
talk to them .” 
“Do you kuow who was responsible 
for the conditions you found?” 
“ No. I understand that a Mrs. Roeb­ 
ling paid Coughliu aud Kohler to go 
to the camp aud take charge of the 
morgue there. 
Au autopsy was made 
on the body of Barney Trio, and organs 
removed were left lying about until the 
attendants tied them up iu a towel aud 
threw them away. ” 
George Wallace of Freeport, L. I., 
said his son returned from Cuba on the 
Berkshire. 
Ho was put aboard iu a pre­ 
carious condition aud a stateroom on 
the ship was assigued to him. 
The 
doctor ordered him special diet, but he 
was uuable to get the food without pay­ 
ing 75 cents for each meal. 
He had no 
money, but a friend of Mr. Wallaoe’s 
who was aboard advanced it to him. 
Colonel Roosevelt took the stand aud 
in reply to a request from Geueral Wil­ 
son told of the equipment and m uster­ 
ing in of the First volunteer cavalry, 
known as the rough riders. 
“ Wheu we reached Tampa,” Colonel 
Roosevelt said, “ there was a condition 
of utter coufusiou. 
We were dumped 
outside, a mile away from our camp. 
No one kuew where the camp was. 
There was no one to tell us where to go 
or what to do. 
After waiting 24 hours 
I took the law into my own hands uud 
bought food for the men aud horses. 
Later, wheu we found our camp, we 
were all right.” 
“ Were 
you 
reimbursed for your 
outlay?” 
“I never asked it. 
It was a personal 
matter entirely.” 
His own regiment was assigned to the 
Yucatau. 
Incidentally, he heard that 
the Second infantry aud Seveuty-tirst 
New Y ork volunteers were also assigned 
to the Yucatau. 
As soou as he heard 
that he hurried on the rough riders aud 
took possessiou of the ship, aud held it 
against other regiments. 
His men had 
decided to get to Cuba, aud they got 
there. 
Captain Shaw, who was associated 
with Colonel Roosevelt in the navy de­ 
partment, sent a Cuban pilot on board 
the Y ucatan. and he took the transport 
a mile aud a half nearer shore than auy 
of the other transports. 
There was a great scarcity of mate­ 
rial for landing men, horses aud sup­ 
plies. 
Colonel Roosevelt still replying to 
questions told in detail of the march of 
his regiment to its first camping place. 
Later he told of the march on the Span­ 
ish position at Las Quasimas. Further 
along, he said:

I Md a warm tribute to the gallantry of 
Assistant Surgeon James VV. Uhuren, a 
tonner Brine* ton football player, who, 
lie said, more than once ran to the firing 
line and carried wounded men on Ina 
t i k to the division hospital. 
Asked about the rations, he said: 
“ We had the regulation rations of 
Bait pork, bald tack, coffee aud sugar, 
ant the mon wanted vegetables and I 
wanted to get some for them. 
I t<x)k 
40 mon wire the officers' horses to 
Giboney and tried to buy them. The 
department refused to sell me beans and 
tomatoes, unless I could certify that 
they were for officers’ consumption. 
I 
stretched my conscience as far as I 
could and then boarded a transport arid 
purchased about 500 pounds of beans. 
The change did the men good. It was 
too hot to eat nothing but the regular 
rations.” 
Colonel Roo-jgf’lt. went on to tell of 
the advance on Santiago and of the 
night of July I, Win n the regiment 
shipt in the trenches. 
He *poke of the 
advantages of the smokeless p iwder. 
“ Was your com ma lid telly supplied 
with tood and ammunition?” asked 
Iren oral Wilsou. 
“ The ammunition supply was excel­ 
lent 
The fo a1 was insufficient. There 
was plenty of food back at Si boney. 
I 
suppose it Van lack of transportation 
facilities that kept us without food un­ 
til July 24. 
I organized a transporta­ 
tion corps with the officers’ horses and 
went to Hiboney and got food for the 
mol. 
Then later I got into Santiago 
ami Knight rice and milk. 
If we had 
had the mule trains tiiat we were forced 
to leave behind at Tampa there would 
have been no lack of supplies.’' 
Replying to questions. Colonel Roose­ 
velt said other regiment at the front 
suffered from lack of supplies.

A SILLY TRAGEDY. 


T ile n o e l l l f l w f p n T o m P o r t e r A n d 
S ir H e n r y B e lla * l* . 
Some of the Royalists who were 
forced to endure the English common­ 
wealth seemed to console themselves 
for the dullness of life under a Puritan 
government by fighting as many duels 
as they coaid compass, so that ignoble 
squabbles and foolish plots make up the 
bistoiy of their days. 
Tom Porter was of a family which 
had zealously served the king. 
Under 
Hie new government bis occupation was 
gone, and he descended to a triviality 
of life which finally involved him in a 
most pathetic eveut. 
This was a duel 
which be fought with his friend, Sir 
Henry Bellasis, and which, says Pepys 
in bis “ Diary,” is worth remembering 
for “ the silliness of the quarrel * * * a 
kind of emblem of the general complex­ 
ion of the whole kingdom.” 
But silly as the quarrel undoubtedly 
was it carried in it an element of heart­ 
break. 
The two young men involved were 
intimate friends and companions, but 
one day, “ being merry in company ” 
Tom Porter said he should like to see 
the man in England who would dare 
give him a blow. 
With that Bir Henry 
Bellasis struck him a box on the ear. 
The inevitable duel followed, wherein 
each was wounded. Sir Henry proved to 
bo seriously hurt, so he called Porter, 
kissed him and bade bim fly. 
“ For,” said be, "Tom, thou hast 
hurt me. But I will makeshift to stand 
upou my legs till thou mayst withdraw, 
for I would not have thee troubled for 
what thou hast done.” 
Porter profited by bis frieud’s gener­ 
osity aud escaped to France, hiir Henry 
died a few days later, aud Pepys con­ 
cludes, “ It is pretty to see how the 
world do talk of them as a couple of 
fools, that killed one another out of 
love.M

Jacky is fond of a holiday, and 
oue of tho things that go to complete 
a perfectly spent holiday with Jacky is 
a good “ square meal” with 
vittles 
of a different kind than the commissary 
supplies. ‘‘Soft bread and shore food” 
are the main parts of this repast, and 
there must be lots of them. W hi Ie Jacky 
enjoys every holiday that comes along 
the one in which he finds the most 
pleasnro is Thanksgiving day. This is 
especially true wheu the ships are in 
some home port or in the navy yard. 
Then Jacky is sure he can have what­ 
ever he wishes for. 
The r e g u l a r routine work of the ships 
as far as possible is suspended for the 
day, and after “ quarters” the men are 
allowed the freedom of the ship. 
The 
moss quarters are decorated with the 
eusigns and signal flags, while the long 
rows of tables are abundantly supplied 
with all the delicacies of the season 
from the turkey which the men call 
“ the buzzard,” with its cranberry sauce 
and other garnishings, to the choicest 
fruits the market affords. 
Usually an 
outside cook is called in to prepare the 
meal, for every mail in the ship is going 
to enjoy the holiday, and no one works. 
There are other things that occupy 
Jacky’s mind besides the “ grub,” as he 
calls it, for the day is long, and there 
are lots of things that can be done. As 
soon as “ quarters” are over the amuse­ 
ment usually begins with a parade and 
review, at which all the officers of the 
ship are asked to be present. It is not a 
dress parade, where the men have to 
wear their regulation uniforms, nor do 
the tactics as prescribed bv the govern­ 
ment carry any weight. The uniforms 
and tactics are of the men’s own get up, 
and each participant does about as he 
likes when the commands are given. 
The uniforms are remarkable, there be­ 
ing no two alike. 
Every color in the 
rainbow goes to make up some part of 
the grotesque costumes worn by the 
men. This is one opportunity the men 
have of showing their like or dislike 
for some of the officers in a mild way. 
During tho drill, which lasts about half 
an hour, the commands are given to 
mimic some of the officers, while the 
men themselves perform all kinds of 
queer antics. 
After the drill a few athletic sports 
are indulged in before the little red 
pennant is run up to the signal arm 
aud “ mess gear” is sounded. They find 
a desirable spot for the purpose. Then 
football, baseball and other games are 
enjoyed. Jacky’s specialty is “ pig chas­ 
ing,” and, without a good healthy 
porker, well greased, to give him a run 
about the grounds, the day would be lost. 
Often the pig is too lively for the boys, 
and ic any of them get a good tumble 
before ho is finally captured. 
Suddenly the familiar sound of the 
bugle comes over the water to the place 
where tho men huve been enjoying 
themselves. They do not wait for the 
second call. 
One seems euough, and 
they drop everything they have been

Two and sometimes three hours are 
passed at tho table, and Jacky and his 
friends enjoy every minute of the time. 
Th© afternoon is spent on shore either 
in the fields playing games or in the 
library, where such games as cards, 
checkers and chess are indulged in.

“ Stand by your hammocks,'’ Jacky is 
ready. He has enjoyed every minute of 
the day and is satisfied to

SHOPPING IN ITALY. 


O n tln n d ie li M e th o d * T h a t W .ib e It * 
M ost T ir e s o m e T a s k . 
A source of trial is what appears to 
us the outlandish method of having 
things that apparently belong together 
gold in different establishments. 
Silks 
are found in one shop, woolens in an 
other aud ribbons in a third. 
At none 
of these can one bay needles and thread 
lf a woman wishes to hang a pair of 
curtains, she purchases the materials at 
one shop, the rod aud rings at a differ 
cut place, the iron fixtures at a third 
and has to go to a fourth to find an up 
bolsterer to put them up. She must 
visit a tobacco shop for salt and cannot 
find, as with us, vegetables, fruit or 
bread at a grocer’s. It may thus readily 
be seen that one must travel a good deal 
to do her marketing or shopping. 
Add to all this the confusion incident 
to the fact that the standards of measure 
and weight are different from ours, a 
meter exceeding a yard and a pound 
containing but 18 ounces, aud afaint 
idea may be formed of the mental com­ 
plications of the traveler. 
There is also a certain amount of 
beating down to be done in nearly every 
shop, and even after half an hour’s bar­ 
gaining the purchaser cherishes awful 
doubts lest she might not have bought 
the thing cheaper. 
Shopping is really 
almost equal to the contemplation of 
faded frescoes for lowering the mental 
tone, and it is hard to say which has 
the more to answer for in the exhausted 
state in which most travelers leave 
Italy.—Harper’s Bazar.

bread at a grocer’s. It may thus readily 
be seen that one must travel a good deal 
to do her marketing or shopping. 
Add to all this the confusion incident 
to the fact that tho standards of measure 
and weight are different from ours, a 
meter exceeding a yard and a pound 
containing but 12 ounces, aud afaint 
idea may be formed of the mental com­ 
plications of the traveler.

President Marshall Raid in his opin­ 
ion all new grades should be carefully 
investigated, and for that reason the 
ordinance went to the street committee 
and they will report at the next meet- 
lng. 
There were no petitions or reports 
and Clerk Hanley read an invitation to 
council. Mayor Bough and Chief John­ 
son to attend a banquet to be given this 
evening by tho East Liverpool Athletic 
dab. The invitation was received and 
accepted. 
Clerk Hanley then read a number of 
damage claims filed by reason of grad­ 
ing Avondale street. They are as fol­ 
lows : Mary L. Collins. $2,000; W. H. 
Brookes, $300; Laird Sharp. $500; F. 
Wilson, $800; Albert L. Allison. $500. 
The communications were referred to 
the solicitor. 
President Marshall in­ 
quired if the clerk had anv more 
“sweet morsels like that one” and Clerk 
Hanley replied that he should have 
saved the banqnet invitation. 
Upon mction of Mr. Stewart a resolu­ 
tion was passed granting $3,500 to the 
sanitary fund. 
This action was taken

face in respect to the large display of 
white paper withont printing or lathe 
work 
Large plain figures appear in 
each corner aud scrolls make np an a t­ 
tractive border, but the remaining space 
ipou which printing appears is in the 
center, where the usual language re ­ 
garding the qualities of the note as a 
tender for public dues is set forth. 
The object of the clear display of 
white paper on both sides of the note is 
to afford a safeguard against counter­ 
feiting 
It has been found by experts 
that it is easier to detect the use of pa­ 
per without the usual 
silk threads 
where it is not covered with printing. 
The device for the silver certificates is 
fQbstautially the same as that whioh 
will be used for other forms of paper 
Honey. 
The difference between a silver cer 
tiflcate, a United States note and I 
Sherman treasury note of any denomi 
aation, will be indicated by the word 
lag and by the color of the seal. 
The 
kdter distinction will serve the par 
poses of bank clerks who have to sepa 
•wte the notes by classes. 
The ordinary 
citizen, who cares only for the denomi­ 
nation of the note and not especially for 
the law nuder which if ia used, will find 
hereafter that he has to deal with ouly 
Ave forms of notes in the denominations 
from ll to $20, where he formerly had 
to deal with 15 different forms if he 
Yodled silver certificates, United States 
uotei aud Sherman notes.

The 
leal upon the silver certificates will be 
in bine and the figure in the open space 
will be in the same ink. The mechani­ 
cal work and the technical finish of the 
engravings ore superior to anything 
ever before issued from the bureau 
of engraving and printing.

verse side of the note corresponds to the 
face in respect to the large display of 
white paper without printing or lathe 
work 
Large plain fignres appear rn 
each corner and scrolls make up an at­ 
tractive border, but the remaining space 
ipon which printing appears is in the 
center, where the nsnal language re ­ 
garding the qualities of the note as a 
tender for public dues is set forth. 
The object of the clear display of 
white paper on both sides of the note is 
to afford a safeguard against counter­ 
feiting 
It has been found by experts 
that it is easier to detect the nae of pa­ 
per without the usual 
silk threads 
where it is not covered with printing. 
The device for the silver certificates is 
substantially the same as that which 
will be used for other forms of paper 
woney. 
The difference between a silver cer 
tlficate, a United States note and t 
Bherman treasury note of any denomi 
Batlon, will be indicated by the word 
lag and by the color of the seal. The 
latter distinction will serve the pur­ 
poses of bank clerks who have to sepa 
fate the notes by classes. The ordinary 
citizen, who cares only for the denomi­ 
nation of the note and not especially for 
the law under which it is used, will find 
hereafter that he has to deal with only 
five forms of notes in the denominations 
from ll to $20, where he formerly had 
to deal with 15 different forms if he 
handled silver certificates, United States 
notes aud Sherman notes.

New York, Nov. 23.—The war in­ 
vestigation committee decided that it 
would not visit Montauk Point, the site 
of Camp Wikoff, in a body, but would 
send a committee to prepare a report. 
Mrs. Susan G. Powell of this city 
was the first witness. 
“ We called you,” explained General 
Wilson, “ because we heard that when 
you offered to go to camp as a nurse 
you were not accepted b cause you 
would not agree to maintain secrecy 
should you find any dereliction of duty. 
We wish to know who exacted such a 
promise from you.” 
Mio said she made the offer to an 
officer of the auxiliary of the Red Cross 
society. He was an officer in the army, 
hut she did not know what authority 
he had in camp. She refused to tell 
who it was. 
Mii-s Mary C. Lowell said she found 
cue man with a temperature of IOC aud 
reported to u t . Thomas. 
Dr. Thomas said he would see to it, 
but when sue visited tile man 24 hours 
later the doctor had not seen him. 
Miss Lowell mentioned other doctors 
who. she said, had neglected their duty, 
aud said great suffering requite i I rom 
the ill-management of the ambulance 
service. 
itev. Henry B. Bryan of the Garden 
City cathedral testifie I as to burials at 
Camp Wikoff. 
He repped to Major 
Brown's statement that bodies were de­ 
cently buried, according to his orders. 
He said in part: 
“ I believe Major Brown gave those 
orders aud issued the clothes, bot that 
his orders were not carried out. I know 
personally of 20 bodies that were not 
buried as Major Brown says they were 
and I wonder what became of the 
clothing and of the money paid for the 
embalming.” 
“ I do not question Major Brown in 
any way. He had not time to see that 
his orders were carried out. Coughlin 
aud Kohler, who wore Bellevue hospi­ 
tal badges, were in charge of the burial 
of the dead. 
“ My duties led me by the morgue 
every day aud I stopped in to see who 
had died during the night. I saw the 
naked bodies of soldiers placed in bare 
pine coffins aud the name of the man 
and his regiment written on the lid of 
the coffin. Of course the damp earth 
quickly obliterated these marks aud no 
I arthur records were kept. Sometimes 
the body was buried in a night shirt, 
but they never took the trouble to but­ 
ton the shirt. 
“ it was grossly indecent. At the 
morgue the attendants sat on the eof- 
flus, with the bodies in them, and 
chewed and smoked and told indecent 
stories. I rebuked them once, but they 
were Bowery toughs aud it is useless to 
talk to them.” 
“Do you know who was responsible 
for the conditions you found?” 
“ No. I understand that a Mrs. Roeb­ 
ling paid Coughlin and Kohler to go 
to the camp and take charge of tile 
morgue there. 
Au autopsy was made 
on the body of Barney Trio, and organs 
removed were left lying about until the 
attendants tied them ap in a towel aud 
threw them away.” 
George Wallace of Freeport, L. I., 
said his son returned from Cuba on the 
Berkshire. Ho was put aboard iu a pre­ 
carious condition aud a stateroom on 
the ship was assigned to him. 
The 
doctor ordered him special diet, but he 
was uuable to get the food without pay­ 
ing 75 oents for each meal. He had uo 
money, but a friend of Mr. Wallace’s 
who was aboard advanced it to him. 
Colonel Roosevelt took the stand aud 
in reply to a request from General Wil­ 
son told of the equipment aud muster­ 
ing in of the First volunteer cavalry, 
known as the rough riders. 
“ When we reached Tampa,” Colonel 
Roosevelt said, “there was a condition 
of utter confusion. 
We were dumped 
outside, a mile away from our camp. 
No one knew where the camp was. 
There was no one to tell us where to go 
or what to do. 
After waiting 24 hours 
I took the law into my own hands aud 
bought food for the men aud horses. 
Later, wheu we found our camp, we 
were all right.” 
‘ Were 
you 
reimbursed for your 
outlay?” 
“I never asked it. 
It was a personal 
matter entirely.” 
His ow ii regiment was assigned to the 
Yucatan. Incidentally, he heard that 
the Second infantry and Seventy-tirst 
New York volunteers were also assigned 
to the Yucatan. 
As soon as he heard 
that he hurried on the rough riders and 
took possession of the ship, and held it 
against other regiments. His men had 
decided to get to Cuba, and they got 
there. 
Captain Shaw, who was associated 
with Colonel Roosevelt in the navy de­ 
partment, sent a Cuban pilot on board 
the Yucatan, and he took the transport 
a mile and a half nearer shore than any 
Of the other transports.

Colonel Roosevelt glossed over the 
further detail of the fighting. 
Ho 
I aid a warm tribute to the gallantry of 
Assistant Surgeon James W. CUurcn, a 
tornier Princeton football player, who, 
he said, more than ouee ran to the firing 
line and carried wounded men on his 
to the division hospital. 
Asked about the rations, he said: 
“ We had the regulation rations of 
salt pork, hard tack, coffee anil sugar, 
but the mon wanted vegetables and I 
warned to get some for them. I took 
40 men with the officers* horses to 
Giboney aud tried to buy them. The 
department refused to sell me beans and 
tomatoes, unless I could certify that 
they were for officers’ consumption. I 
stretched my conscience as far as I 
oould and then boarded a transport and 
purchased about 500 pounds of beans. 
The change did the men good. It was 
too hot to eat nothing but the regular 
rations.” 
Colonel Roo-^0sit went on to tell of 
the advance on Santiago and of the 
night of July I, when the regiment 
slept in the trenches. He spoke of the 
advantages of the smokeless powder. 
“ Was your command inlly supplied 
with lood and ammunition?” asked 
General Wilson. 
“The ammunition supply was excel­ 
lent. The fo id was insufficient. There 
was plenty of food back at Siboney. 
I 
suppvivse it Vas lack of transportation 
facilities that kept us without food un­ 
til July 24. I organized a transporta­ 
tion corps with the officers’ horses and 
went to Siboney and got food for the 
men. Then later I got into Santiago 
and bought rioo and milk. 
If we had 
had the male trains that we were forced 
to leave behind at Tampa there would 
have been no lack of supplies.” 
Replying to questions, Colonel Roose­ 
velt haid other regiment at the front 
suffered from lack of supplies. 
The 
rough riders had enough to eat, but it 
was the result of individual effort and 
individual expenditure. There was a 
great scarcity of all medical supplies at 
the front, except quinine aud calom el, 
and a great lack of surgeons and hos- 
I pi tai stewards. 
With reference to Camp Wikoff, Colo­ 
nel Roosevelt said there was great con­ 
fusion for the first few days after the 
arrival of the troops.

Each 
year let the army in peace be put 
through the experience it must meet in 
time of war.” 
“Thou,” said ex-Governor Woodbury, 
“you think that to the inexperience of 
the officers w ere due most of the dis­ 
comforts suffer^.?” 
“I think tm* trouble was due to the 
system even more than to any individ­ 
ual experience. The lack of adequate 
transportation was the greatest trou­ 
ble.”

It was after 8 o’clock when Pres! 
dent of Connell Marshall arrived, last 
evening, and the other members present 
were Messrs. Peach, Challis, Stewart 
and Ashbaugh. H. A. McNicol, J. G. 
Lee and P. H. Groxall. of the sewer 
commissioners were also present, and 
they held a secret canons in the office of 
the engineer to determine how they 
shonld secure fonds to carry on the 
work of sewer district No. 2. 
Promptly at 8 :30 o’clock the session of 
council was called to order, and the 
minutes were read and approved. The 
ordinance granting to S. C. Williams 
the right to use a portion of Forest 
street for manufacturing purposes was 
placed on its seooud readmg. The com­ 
mittee to whom it was referred at the 
last meeting were not ready to make a 
report. 
The ordinance fixing grade lines on 
Spring street was placed on its third 
reading, but President Marshall asked 
if the street committee had viewed the 
streets, and Mr. Peach replied that they 
had not. 
President Marshall said in his opin­ 
ion all new grades should be carefully 
investigated, aud for that reason the 
ordinance went to the street committee 
and they will report at the next meet­ 
ing. 
There were no petitions or reports 
and Clerk Hanley read an invitation to 
oonnoil. Mayor Bough aud Chief John 
son to attend a banquet to be given this 
evening by tho East Liverpool Athletio 
elnb. The invitation was received and 
accepted. 
Clerk Hanley then read a number of 
damage claims filed by reason of grad 
log Avondale street. They are as fol 
lows: Mary L. Collins. $2,000; W. H. 
Brookes, $300; Laird Sharp. $500; F. 
Wilson. $800; Albert L. Allison. $500. 
The communications were referred to 
the solicitor. 
President Marshall in­ 
quired if the clerk had any more 
“sweet morsels like that one” and Clerk 
Hanley replied that he shonld have 
saved the banquet invitation. 
Upon motion of Mr. Stewart a resolu­ 
tion was (guised granting $2,500 to the 
sanitary fond. This action was taken 
as a result of the joint session held be­ 
fore oonnoil convened. 
The assessing ordinance on Lisbon 
street, from Jethro street to lot 813, was 
placed on its first reading, and President 
Marshall remarked that he was tempted 
to send an offioer after another member 
of council in order that it might be 
passed, but changed his mind. 
The assessing ordinance on Avondale 
street from Bank street to North street, 
was also read, and where sidewalks 
were laid it will in five years amount to 
$8.50 per foot front, and where they 
were not laid it will average $1.15 per 
foot front. 
The assessing orc]id a nee on Oak street 
from Bradshaw avenue to Minerva 
street was also read, and the improve­ 
ment will average $1.45 per foot front. 
The assessing ordinance on Apple 
alley from Robinson street to Kossuth 
street, was also read, tiut Clerk Hanley 
said a majority of the property owners 
had already paid their assessments aud 
there woald be uo use to publish the or­ 
dinance. It was laid over. 
Engineer George presented an esti­ 
mate of the work done in Lisbon street 
by Harrison Rinehart, aud the bill 
amounts to $8,607 15. After the bill had 
been read Engineer George requested 
that it be referred to a committee, as 
Mr. Rinehart was not satisfied with the 
estimate iii regard to some of the work. 
Messrs. Ashbaugh, Stewart and Challis 
were appointed a committee to invest! 
gate the bill, aud will be assisted ii 
their work by Inspector Harris. 
Council then discussed the ordinance 
regulating auction stores and it was 
read. President Marshall said it was 
the funniest ordinance he had ever 
read, while Solicitor McG.trry said it 
woald not hold aud was not worth the 
paper it was printed on. The solicitor 
was then instructed to prepare an ordi 
nance on the subject in accordance with 
the laws aud decisions of the courts on 
Hie matter. 
President M irshall asked what conn 
oil proposed to do with the claims of 
Frank Allen aud Spence for d am ages. 
T h e bill of Allen was over $100. while 
the Spence claim was for $227. 
He 
was sa tisfied the claims could be cat 
down if council would settle, and he 
was sore they intended to sue for dam 
ages. The matter was left in the hand? 
of a committee to report at the next 
meeting. 
The street commissioner was

structed to lay a walk across Vine street, 
sud council adjourned.

S ir H e n r y B e lla * !* . 
Some of the Royalists who were 
forced to endure the English common­ 
wealth seemed to console themselves 
for the dnllues8 of life under a Puritan 
government by fighting as many duels 
as they coaid compass, so that ignoble 
squabbles and foolish plots make up the 
bistoiy of their days. 
Tom Porter was of a family which 
had zealously served the king. 
Under 
the new government bis occupation was 
gone, and lie descended to a triviality 
of life which finally involved bim in a 
most pathetic event. This was a duel 
which he fought with his friend. Sir 
Henry Bellasis, and which, says Pepys 
in bis “ Diary,” is worth remembering 
for ‘‘the silliness of the quarrel * * * a 
kind of emblem of the general complex­ 
ion of the whole kingdom.” 
But silly as the quarrel undoubtedly 
was it carried in it an element of heart­ 
break. 
The two young men involved were 
intimate friends and companions, but 
one day, “ being merry in company,” 
Tom Porter said he shonld like to 6ee 
the man in England who woald dare 
give him a blow. With that Sir Henry 
Bellasis struck him a box on the ear. 
The inevitable duel followed, wherein 
each was wounded. Sir Henry proved to 
be seriously hurt, so he called Porter, 
kissed him and bade him fly. 
“ For,” said he, “ Tom, thou hast 
hnrt me. Bnt I will makeshift to stand 
upon my legs till thou mayst withdraw, 
l!or I woald not have thee troubled for 
what thou hast done.” 
Porter profited by bis friend’s gener­ 
osity and escaped to France. Sir Henry 
died a few days later, and Pepys con­ 
cludes, “ It is pretty to see bow the 
world do talk of them as a conple of 
fools that killed one another out of 
love.”

Spanish shells have 
come his way by thousands, but he still 
lives. Jacky is foud of a holiday, and 
oue of the things that go to complete 
a perfectly spent holiday with Jacky is 
a good “ square meal” with “ vittles’ 
of a different kind than the commissary 
supplies. “ Soft bread and shore food” 
are the main parts of this repast, and 
there must be lots of them. While Jacky 
enjoys every holiday that comes along 
the one in which he finds the most 
pleasure is Thanksgiving day. This is 
especially true when the ships are in 
some home port or in the navy yard. 
Then Jacky is sure he can have what­ 
ever he wishes for. 
The regular routine work of the ships 
as far as possible is suspended for the 
day, and after “ quarters” the men are 
allowed the freedom of the ship. The 
mess quarters are decorated with the 
ensigns and signal flags, while the long 
rows of tables are abundantly supplied 
with all the delicacies of the season 
from the turkey which the men call 
“ the buzzard,” with its cranberry sauce 
and other garnisbings, to the choicest 
fruits the market affords. Usually an 
outside cook is called in to prepare the 
meal, for every man in the ship is going 
to enjoy the holiday, and no one works. 
There are other things that occupy 
Jacky’s mind besides the “ grub,” as he 
calls it, for the day is long, and there 
are lots of things that can be done. As 
soon as “ quarters” are over the amuse­ 
ment usually begins with a parade and 
review, at which all the officers of the 
ship are asked to be present. It is not a 
dress parade, where the men have to 
wear their regulation uniforms, nor do 
the tactics as prescribed by the govern­ 
ment carry any weight. The nniforms 
and tactics are of the men’s own get up, 
and each participant does abont as he 
likes when the commands are given. 
The uniforms are remarkable, there be­ 
ing no two alike. Every color in the 
rainbow goes to make up some part of 
the grotesque costumes worn by the 
men. This is one opportunity the men 
have of showing their like or dislike 
for some of the officers in a mild way. 
During the drill, which lasts abont half 
an boor, the commands are given to 
mimic some of the officers, while the 
men themselves perform all kinds of 
queer antics. 
After the drill a few athletio sports 
are indulged in before the little red 
pennant is run up to the signal arm 
and “ mess gear” is sounded. They find 
a desirable spot for the purpose. Then 
football, baseball and other games are 
enjoyed. Jacky’s specialty is “ pig chas­ 
ing,” and, without a good healthy 
porker, well greased, to give him a run 
about the grouuds, the day would be lost. 
Often the pig is too lively for the boys, 
and many of them get a good tumble 
before he is finally captured. 
Suddenly the familiar sound of the 
bugle comes over the water to the place 
where the men have been enjoying 
themselves. They do not wait for the 
second call. Oue seems enough, aud

If a woman wishes to hang a pair of 
curtains, she purchases the materials at 
one shop, the rod and rings at a differ 
eat place, the iron fixtures at a third 
and has to go to a fourth to find an up­ 
holsterer to put them up. She must 
visit a tobacco shop for salt and cannot 
find, as with us, vegetables, fruit or 
bread at a grocer’s. It may thus readily 
be seen that one must travel a good deal 
to do her marketing or shopping. 
Add to all this the confusion incident 
to the fact that the standards of measure 
and weight are different from ours, a 
meter exceeding a yard and a pound 
containing but 12 ounces, and afaint 
idea may be formed of the mental com­ 
plications of the traveler. 
There is also a certain amount of 
beating down to be done in nearly every 
shop, aud even after half an hour’s bar­ 
gaining the purchaser cherishes awful 
doubts lest she might not have bought 
the thing cheaper. Shopping is really 
almost equal to the contemplation of 
faded frescoes for lowering the mental 
tone, and it is hard to say which has 
the more to answer for in the exhausted 
state in which most travelers leave 
Italy.—Harper’s Bazar.

The first of the designs nuder the new 
Intern is for the one-dollar silver certifi­ 
cate The notes will soon be out. Clear­ 
ness simplicity and protection against 
count erf «Ji ting have been the results 
ehit fly aimed at. 
The new design is 
lomc\vh:tt less artistic than some of the 


present silver certificates, but probably 
will he more popular among those who 
handle money, as the central device on 
the face of the note ha9 an American 
eagle, with wings partly spread, clutch­ 
ing tht flag and with the dome of the 
capitol in the background. 
Below the 
platform upon which the eagle stands 
are small portraits of Lincoln and Graut 
get in medallions. 
Large and clear 
flares are in each corner of the note 
and on the sides. 
The space between 
the central device and the lathe work at 
the ends is clear white paper, except 
from the 
im print of 
the seal 
in 
one 
space 
aud 
the 
denomination 
of 
the 
note 
iu 
another. 
The 
leal upon the silver certificates will be 
iii bine and the figure in the open space 
will be in the same ink. The mechani­ 
cal work and the technical finish of the 
engravings are superior to anything 
ever before issued from the bureau 
of engraving and printing. 
The re­ 
verse side of the note corresponds to the 
face in respect to the large display of 
white paper without printing or lathe 
work 
Large plain figures appear in 
each corner and scrolls make np an at­ 
tractive border, bat the remaining space 
spoil which printing appears is in the 
center, where the usual langnage re ­ 
garding the qualities of the note as a 
tender for public dues is set forth. 
The object of the clear display of 
white paper on both sides of the note is 
to afford a safeguard against counter­ 
feiting 
It has been found by experts 
that it is easier to detect the use of pa­ 
per without the usual 
silk threads 
where it is not covered with printing. 
The device for the silver certificates is 
substantially the same as that which 
will be used for other forms of paper 
money. 
The difference between a silver cer­ 
tificate, a United States note and a 
Sherman treasury note of any denomi­ 
nation, will be indicated by the word­ 
ing and by the color of the seal. The 
latter distinction will serve the pur­ 
poses of bank clerks who have to sepa­ 
rate the ootes by classes. The ordinary 
flitizen, who cares only for the denomi­ 
nation of the note and not especially for 
the law uuder which it is used, will find 
hereafter that he has to deal with ouly 
five forms of notes in the denominations 
from ii to $20, where he formerly had 
to deal with 15 different forms if he 
bandied silver certificates, United States 
notes aud Sherman notes.
